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MDOC Investigating Homicide at Parchman; 
Prison on Lockdown 


JACKSON - An inmate at the Mississippi State Penitentiary at Parehman was fatally stabbed by 
a fellow inmate at Unit 29 this morning. 

Carlos Jaek, 43, was pronouneed dead at the prison hospital shortly after 10 a.m. The assault 
oeeurred about an hour earlier. 

The suspeet is 35-year-old Myran Shanks, and investigators have the weapon, a homemade 
shank. 

Jaek, MDOC No. T3995, was serving a 25-year sentenee for armed robbery in Lowndes County. 
He was eonvieted Sept. 5, 2002. 

Shanks, MDOC No. R3393, has been in prison sinee 1998. He is serving a total of 30 years for 
burglary, aggravated assault, and grand lareeny in Tallahatehie County and armed robbery in 
Panola County. 

There were no other inmates involved and no other injuries. 

The investigation is ongoing. 

There will be no visitation this weekend at Parehman, and eommissary privileges are suspended 
until further notiee.
